City will utilize 
recycling drop-offs

Granite City officials will avoid an apparent- 
ly exorbitant recycling fee — yet still comply 
with a county ordinance mandating recycling 
— by establishing drop-off centers throughout 
the city during the last week in July and the 
first week of August. 

“This will save the city about $75,000,’’ said 
City Inspector Vince Scrum. 

The savings results from avoiding a $3.50 per 
house per month recycling fee Waste Manage- 
ment — the city’s contractual trash hauler — 
sought to impose in July and August. 

In most communities, curbside recycling 
costs about $2 per house per month.

Expert blasts EPA cleanup 


Health officials from the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency and from the University of Cincinnati agree on one 
thing: to protect the health of children in Granite City, a lead 
cleanup plan is needed that addresses all possible sources of 
exposure. 

But while U.S. EPA says it is doing all it is allowed to do 
toward that end, Dr. Robert Bornschein, professor of Environ- 
mental Health at the University of Cincinnati, says the EPA's 
plan in Granite City fails to address many significant sources_ 
of lead contamination. 

“The EPA would have you believe once they remediate 
residential soil, everything is OK,’’ Bornschein said Monday 
at a public meeting downtown. ““That’s not true. 

“The EPA plan can promote a false sense of security among 
residents, while there are other lead sources out there 
recontaminating homes. A family’s perception that the lead 
problem is being dealt with can in fact pose an increased risk 
A lot of the sources are not being dealt with.” 








Those sources are lead in paint and lead blown into homes 
from the street and a 30-acre, 290,000-ton lead scrap pile 
located at 15th and State streets, according to Bornschein

Mayor Glen Wilson’s vetoes 
of three measures approved at 
the last Pontoon Beach Village 
Board meeting were 
overridden Tuesday on 4-2 
votes. 

That includes a proposal to 
have an outside firm handle 
the village’s payroll. 

Also vet and overridden 
were proposals to hire an 
outside safety consultant to

At the June 11 meeting, the 
board approved hiring 
Automatic Data Processing to 
process the village’s payroll 
and issue checks, which would 
then be signed by the 
comptroller. 

Comptroller Lou Whitsell 
complained that because he 
still had to keep records, they 
were duplicating services he 
was doing for free 

Whitsell asked Village 
Attorney Keith Jensen what he 
would be responsible for. 

Jensen said he would still 
sign the checks and keep 
records on them 

“I will sign the checks; I 
also have to be responsible for 
the accuracy of those checks, 
so I therefore am going to 
have to run the same program 
that I’m running now,” 
Whitsell said 

Trustee Mike Macek then 
suggested Whitsell talk to 
officials in other municipalities 
to see how they handle it. 

“T don’t care about other 
governmental agencies,” 
Whitsell replied. ‘I am 
responsible for the funds of 
Pontoon Beach, and I would 
have to be responsible for the 
accuracy of those checks; 
therefore, I’m duplicating their 
service back there on my 
computer. 


“That is a blatant waste of 
taxpayers’ money,” he said

Flap delays paying bills

A flap over signing off on bills resulted in 
Pontoon Beach officials spending about an 
hour going over individual invoices at Tues- 
day’s board meeting. 

During the routine paying of bills, Trustee 
Mike Macek asked if all the bills had been 
properly signed off. The board had recently 
required bills to be stamped and signed by 
department heads, the mayor and Finance 
Committee Chairman Gus Falter. 

When Comptroller Lou Whitsell said some 
of the bills had not been signed, Macek com- 
plained, saying the village policies and proce- 
dures needed to be followed 

He then motioned that all the items except 
payroll be taken off the list 

However, it was suggested that the Finance 
Committee look over the bills, and Macek 
agreed. 

“Lets go through it and we'll OK the bills 
that are signed and we'll delete the others,” 
Macek said. ‘‘We have procedures and we’re 
going to follow them.” 

In the end, several bills were removed, but 
trustees voted to pay most of those after ‘they 
had been properly signed. 

However three bills were deleted from the 
list. One was a bill for mileage from Building 
Ins, tor Jim Hill. 

¢ other two were bills from Southwestern 
Bell — one for Mayor Glen Wilson’s cellular 
telephone, at $148.95; and another for the 


police department communications at 342.23. 

The bills were deleted because they were 
not itemized, something that trustees had said 
they wanted in previous meetings 

Trustees Bob Vincent and Bob Abel object- 
ed, saying the police department needs to 
keep calls confidential. 

“So what you're saying is you're not going 
to take the word of the department heads, 
Vincent said. 

Macek said an auditor might not. 

“It needs to go through proper procedures 
he said. 

“We have an ordinance that it has to be 
stamped and has to be approved by depart- 
ment heads,”’’ Trustee Randy Presswood said. 

He questioned why some bills were properly 
signed off on, but not others. 

Vincent said the complaints were ‘“‘trivial.’’ 

“Our daily business has to go on,” he said. 
“You have to pay a certain amount of bills in 
a certain amount of time.” 

In discussion about Hill’s mileage, several

Alderman Craig Tarpoff said HUD will make 
the lead paint removal grant available for the 
first time next year and that the city is an 
ideal candidate for the federal funds 

The allocation was made after Dr. Robert 
Bornschein, professor of Environmental Health 
at the University of Cincinnati, told the 
aldermen that lead paint is a health hazard to 
area children 

Bornschein conducted a study of 
recontamination of 38 properties in the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency’s Superfund 
project area in Granite City. 

Bornschein’s study confirmed the findings of 
an 18-month, $500,000 study conducted three 
years ago by the Illinois Department of Public 
Health that found that 16 percent of 490 
children within a three-mile radius of the 
Superfund site had elevated levels of lead in 
their blood. The IDPH study concluded that 
lead sources such as lead paint and lead in 
household dust contributed more to the 
elevated levels than lead in soil 

Elevated levels of lead in blood can cause 
problems in the development of children’s 
nervous system. Lead enters the system by 
ingestion, and children between the ages of six 


months and 18 months are especially 
susceptible, Bornschein said, because they 
spend most of the time crawling on the ground 
and putting their hands in their mouths. 

“In order to deal effectively with lead at the 
site, what,is needed is a comprehensive 
intervention,’’ Bornschein said. 

In homes close to the 30-acre, 290,000-ton lead 
waste pile located at 15th and State street, lead 
dust is the major contributor to high blood-lead : 
levels, Bornschein said. As you get further 
from the pile, lead in paint is the biggest 
factor, he said 

He said removal of lead from residential soil 
alone would have little positive impact on 
children’s health 

“I think it is appropriate to cut off all the 
sources,’’ he said

Transportation Board takes 
over plane crash probe 


ROSEWOOD HEIGHTS — The National 
Transportation Safety Board has taken over the 
investigation of the deadly crash of an F/A-18C 
jet fighter in a Rosewood Heights subdivision 

The NTSB Monday assigned two top 
investigators to the fiery crash that Killed 
McDonnell Douglas test pilot Jeffrey ‘“‘Crutch” 
Crutchfield. 

“Our expert investigators have started a 
thorough, independent investigation of the 
crash of the Hornet,”’ said Alan Pollock of the 
NTSB in Washington, D.C. 

Dozens of people watched in horror about 
2:48 p.m. Wednesday as Crutchfield’s jet 
fighter plane exploded in a ball of fire in a 
residential neighborhood near Bender Avenue 

NTSB crash reconstruction experts will try to 
find out why Crutchfield, a 44-year-old top test 
pilot, suddenly dove into the trees while he 
practiced aerobatic maneuvers for an air show 
hls won't leave a stone unturned,” Pollock 
said. 

The NTSB took over the investigation 
Monday from McDonnell Douglas. ‘‘We don’t 
normally investigate military plane accidents,” 
he said. ‘“‘After we found out the jet was leased 
by the Navy to McDonnell, it became a civilian 
crash, and we took over the investigation.”

Southern to field four men’s volleyball teams

Feast or famine. That has 
been the participation history 
of the Southern Region scho- 
lastic men’s volleyball pro- 
gram at the Prairie State 
Games. 

Because there are no boys 
high school or club volleyball 
teams in the area to speak of, 
Southern coaches typically 
scramble to build a credible 
roster. Southern had no scho- 
lastic men compete in 1993. 

In_a 180-degree turn, the 
scholastic men take two volley- 
ball teams into the 13th Annual 
Prairie State Games on Friday 
— Southern I and II. 

“It’s Kind of ironic that we 
have two teams, because we 
held tryouts (at Belleville Area 
College) in late May and 
nobody showed up at all,’’ said 
Southern I.coach Marvin Hay- 
den of Belleville. ‘‘I mean 
zero, Zilch. We just got on the 
phones, called a few of the 
kids who played last year, and 
told them to bring along some 
friends. We were asked a few 
weeks ago to add another team 
because one region (team) 
wasn’t coming down. By golly, 
we got it done.” 

Hayden’s Southern I team 
consists of eight players, two 


of whom returned from the 
winless 1995 squad. Southern II 
has nine players — = three 
returning — and is coached by 
Charlie Merker of Freeburg 
and Sandy Hayden, Marvin’s 
wife. 

Southern’s open men also 
have two volleyball teams, the 
second of which was put 
together less than two weeks 
ago he coach John Sheehan of 
O'Fallon — also as an emer- 
gency replacement for a 
region no-show from outside 
the area. 

“Most of our (scholastic) 
kids played football, basket- 
ball, track or whatever in high 
school, so they don’t have a lot 
of volleyball experience in 
terms of knowledge of the 
game,’ Hayden said. ‘‘Most of 
them have only played sandlot 
volleyball.

You 
can qualify through 
tournaments or play with 
somebody who already has 
points. Desiree is kind of going 
out on a limb by playing with 
me, so it’s kind of flattering 
that she would choose 
somebédy who hasn’t played 
on the tour. 

‘We haven’t played together 
very much because I’ve been 
finishing school and one of us 
has been busy almost every 
weekend. She’s been very 
understanding. She said ‘once 
you graduate, we can focus on 
volleyball. We’ve got plenty of 
time.’ "* 

For two-player beach 
volleyball, the court size and 
the scoring are the same as in 
the six-on-six indoor version of 
the sport. But in other ways, 
it’s a different game. 

““One aspect of the transition 
is physical, the other is 
strategic,’’ Triefenbach said. 
**Running in the sand is hard 
and is takes a lot more 
training and weightlifting.

nd legs.” Two-on-a-side 
volleyball is definitely a power 
game, but I’ve been fortunate 
to play power volleyball 
indoors for the last four years.

““We’ll probably play only 
one WPVA tournament this 
season because if I play any 
more, I wouldn’t be eligible for 
Rookie of the Year (in 1997). 
But there are four more FIVB 
events: in Korea, Puerto Rico, 
Brazil and Indonesia.”” 

The chance to play pro 
volleyball has rekindled the 
enthusiasm of Triefenbach, 
who led Belleville West to 
Class AA state championships 
in 1990 and 1991. In 1992, as a 
reserve at Stanford, she helped 
the Cardinal win its first 
NCAA championship. She 
moved into the starting lineup 
as a sophomore and earned 
All-American honors as a 
junior in '94 as Stanford won 
another national title. 

Triefenbach’s senior season, 
though, was anything but 
enjoyable. Her relationship 
with coach Don Shaw 
deteriorated and she lost her 
starting position. The Cardinal 
reached the NCAA semifinals 
before losing to Texas, but the 
experience left Triefenbach 
with some bitter memories. 

“I really didn’t know what 
was going on,” Triefenbach 
said. ‘‘We never had a 
confrontation or a falling out. 
If something like that had 
happened, it would have been 
easier to understand. But all of 
a sudden I wasn’t playing 


anymore and in my opinion, it 
wasn’t justified. 

“(Shaw) not only took away 
my senior year, we took away 
a lot of the love I had for the 
sport. It took a couple months 
before I was even able to think 
about playing- 

“To say I’m mad at Don is 
not the right term, but I am 
upset and sad. I still had fun 
being with the team. It wasn’t 
the same kind of fun, but for 
the first time in my life, I 
realized there was life after 
volleyball.” 

In December, Triefenbach 
and Leipham will leave for a 
two-month trip to New Zealand 
and Australia. 

“The promoters will be 
paying for everything,’”” 
Triefenbach said. “We'll spend 
three weeks in New Zealand, 
then go to play matches on the 
Australian tour. The only is 
enough to live on as long as 
you io well. Obviously it’s fun, 
but now it’s a job, and 
sometimes people don’t make 
the transition very well. I’ll 
give 110 percent, and if it 
doesn’t work out, at least I can 
say I gave it my best effort.”’

“A lot of people are 
predicting more company 
sponsors and a lot more 
publicity and fan support for 
the 2000 games,”’ Triefenbach 
said.

He’s always doing something 
flashy: tracking, zooming in, 
using smoke and blue light, 
shaking the camera — every 
MTV trick in the book. 

Still, ‘The Rock’? remains a 
winning entry in this summer’s 
slew of big releases, standing 
apart from so many other 
thrill-a-minute, technology-

That’s in part because of a 
nicely balanced partnership 
between Academy Award win- 
ners Nicholas Cage and Sean 
Connery. Their bantering rela- 
tionship and fine acting. give 
the, movie its much needed 
humanity and humor.

Cage is a perfect foil to the 
taciturn Connery. His Good- 
speed is both straightforward 
and ironic, a ’90s kind of FBI 
man who buys Beatles albums 
in their original vinyl and 
throws up before the mission

with Connery stop the movie 
descending into a formulaic 
action pic.

It always had 
political messages mixed in 
with its humor, but somewhere 
along the line, the politics 
started to dominate over the 
comedy. It continued to be 
watchable, but was not nearly 
as good for its last several sea- 
sons.

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Museum tells of noteworthy 
African-American inventors

Numerous items used in everyday life were 
either invented or improved upon by black peo- 
ple, but relatively few people know of these 
achievements. 

In order to remedy that situation, Loretta 
Moore opened the Museum of Black inventors 
earlier this year in the Central West End 

“We did some research and found there was 
no African-American inventors museum th: 
housed permanent exhibits in the country, 
said Moore, the institution’s feunder and direc- 
tor. “There are traveling exhibits.”’ 

Moore, of Florissant, Said she cannot recall 
this type of information being presented while 
she received her education. She feels that 
many others would be surprised to learn what 
the Museum of Black Inventors has to offer 

“A lot of the things I learned: in school did 
not include contributions by African-Ameri- 
cans,” she said. ‘‘The community, in general, 
could learn from this. It gave me a lot of pride 
to learn about these inventors, and I felt others 
could feel that way, ” 

The museum, 9 S. Newstead Ave., has 
displays on well-known black scientists, such as 
George Washington Carver, but its specialty is 
pointing out the accomplishments of lesser- 
known black inventors.

Oscar E. Brown of 
Buffalo, N.Y., improved the horseshoe in 1892. 
William H. Richardson of Baltimore improved 
the baby carriage in,1889. 

Many other achievements are

THE LAW AND YOU

Generally speaking, persons injured as a result 
of medical malpractrice have two years to bring 
an action against the negligent physician. Illinois 
law provides that the two-year limitation period 
starts to run on the date “on which the claimant 
knew, of through the use of reasonable diligence 
should have known...,.of the existence-of the 
injury..." The question sometimes arises as to 
how much information must be available to an 
injured person in order to trigger the running of 
the two-year limitation period. Obvioysly, not all 
medical malpractice is immediately 
ascertainable following a negligent diagnosis or 
treatment. 

In one recent case, a woman consulted a 
gynecologist due to recurrent pain in her left 
ovary. In December of 1979, the doctor performed 
surgery and removed her uterus. In July of 1980, 
the physician performed additional surgery to 
remove scar tissue. The woman had previously 
indicated to the gynecologist that she felt the left 
ovary was the source of the recurring pain 
Several physicians had indicated to the plaintiff 
in earlier years that the ovary would ultimately 
have to be removed. She indicated this to the 
gynecologist, but he refused to remove the left 
ovary. 

The pain worsened after the second surgery, 


and the plaintiff consulted another physician in 
October of 1980. A surgeon removed both ovaries 
on January 28, 1981. In the summer of 1982, the 
woman consulted an attorney regarding a 
possible medical malpractice claim against the 
original gynecologist 


The attorney requested a medical opinion from 
the second physician who had been contacted in 
October of 1980. This doctor indicated that he 
saw no impropriety in the prior treatment by the 
original gynecologist. Because of this opinion, 
the plaintiff felt she had no basis for a 
malpractice suit and delayed filing the medical 
malpractice action until November 38, 1983, 


The question arose as to whether the woman 
filed the case within two years of the time she 
knew of the injury. The Court concluded that the 
se ol should have known she had been injured 

yy the doctor's hepiigent treatment by late 
January or early February of 1981. The Court 
emphasized that the woman had obtained the 
care of other physicians three years before suit 
was filed. She should have known the injury was 
“wrongfully . caused”  based- on these 
consultations. Therefore, it was held that this 
case was not filed within the two-year period, 
she disposing of this matter in the doctor's 
avor.
